“We have to stress our 
concern for Soviet Jewry: it is our 
raison d'etre. But in doing so, we 
have created a situation where 
Soviet Jews are ‘for sale." The Rus- 
sians say that they are solving the 
Jewish problem; but, if itis so impor. 
tant to us, they are prepared to make 
ἃ deal.” 

The situation is not as blatant as 
with Rumania, where Jews are sold 
for hard cash; but the Soviets are 
Prepared to “'sell" Jews for technolo. 
gy and trade credits, 

Sela is doubtful about the number 
of Soviet Jews who really want to 
come to Israel. “There was a Zionist 


Cream.” he says sadly, “particularly 


in regions where there had been a 
Hebrew education systeni before the 
war.”

Eitanim is the only mental hospit- 
al for children, aside from the gov- 
ernment hospital in Ness Ziona. 

Given the statistics that there are 
three to five autistic bubies per 
10,000 births (some 100,000 babies 
are born here annually), there 
should be a reservoir of thousands in 
Israel, But less than 1,000 are reg- 
istered with Aleut. The rest are 
either not diagnosed, or -- because 75 
per cent of autistic children are also 
retarded — are kept in institutions for 
the retarded. 

Now, these “children” are in their 
20s or older, and many of them are 
still hospitalized in Eitanim's adoles- 
cent department. “Three-quarters 
of our autistic patients are over 2U,"" 
says Dr. Yoe! Yoeti, head of Bita- 
nim's ‘adolescent department.

ALTHOUGH THERE seems to be 
Much disagreement about what 
should be done, all ngree that autism 
iS a very tragic disorder for which 
there is no cure. Drugs can calm the 


patient, but it is best not to dope 


him. 

As for the etiology, it is not a 
Benetic disorder, as identical twins 
do not both have to have the disease. 

_Butifonechild ina family is autistic, 
there is a much greater probability 
that another child will be born witht 
it. There is no sign of the disease in 
the cells or in specific genes. 

In fact, most children are di- 
Agnosed as being autistic between 
the ages of two and 10. Until now, 
Most cases were sent for diagnosis by 
Murses at the neighbourhood Tipat 
Halav (well-baby) clinics. But that

Every child sent to the team will 
be studied for a full day. Dr. Hattab 
says that despite confusion abou 
who is autistic, “there are naw cleat 
recognized criteria.” If autism is di. 
agnosed, the parents will be counsel. 
led on how to deal with the problem 
and where the child can receive 
treatment. 

Rahel, on the Aleut board, says 
that she went through a much more 
difficult procedure when her autistic 
child - new in his 20s -- was born, 

“I knew something was wrong 
when he was just two months old, He 
didn't focus his eyes on mine and 
look at me. He stared und didn't 
react,” she recatls sadly. “We took 
him to doctors because we were 
afraid he was deaf. But a complete 
check-up found that he had perfect 
hearing. 

“Then when he was two, a psycho- 
logist told us: ‘Don't be alarmed, but 
your child is retarded." { told him he 
was wrong. My son was very bright. 1 
could never manage to hide his 
favourite things from him. He al- 
ways found them.” But the child 


_ couldn't speak (and still is unable to 


speak today). 

Finally, when the boy was four, he 
was diagnosed as being autistic. The 
family found that many penple they 
regarded as ‘‘friends'' quickly 
proved they were not. "They stop- 
ped inviting us to their homes. They 
were annoyed when our son would 
start opening closets and pulling 
things out." She recalls with some 
bitterness that they were left with 
only about “five friends,” and they 
rotated each weekend among thelr 
homes for companionship. ' 

Rahel and her husband, who have 
a number of other, normal children, 
kept their autistic son at home 
until he was in his teens. ‘Then, the 
hormones af adolescents become 50 
powerful, that it was just impossible 
to keep him at home, We took him to 
Eitanim - we had to use a lot of 
pratektzia to get him in - and he was 


* much better off, Despite all the love 


we gave him on vacations at home. 
he felt much more comfortable in the 
department with other autistic 
youngsters. 

But other families, without pro- 
tektzia, were not so lucky. Another 
Aleut activist who has no place to 
keep his son brings him to meetings. 
He even takes him with him to army 
reserve duty! “The army knows that 
either they take the boy (really as 
adult, in his 20s) or they don't get the 
father to do reserve duty. My son ἰδ 
very quiet, so he doesn't bother 
anyone.” 

There are, in fact, some people 
with autism who are quiet, seeming 
to live in their own world, unable to 
talk, sitting in the corner. grimacing 
and making strange motor move- 
ments. They may walk on theit 'p- 
toes and have balance problems. 
Others are so hyperactive that they 
career wildly about the room an 
cannot focus their attention on any-

The girl was 
admitted and did so well, calming 
down and learning basic speech, that 
her parents asked to inke her back. 
She is now a pupil at the Yachdav 
school in Tel Aviv, a school specially 
designed for autists, like the De- 
kalim school in Jerusalem. 

Youngsters at Eitanim are taken 
every yenr to a “summer outing” at 
the beach, where they bathe, dress 
andcare for themselves under super- 
vision of their counsellors and doc- 
tors, The teenagers and adults spend 
several days at & work-camp in a 
kibbutz, where they da some light 
labour and enjoy the settlement's 
special atmasphere. 

Dr. Yoeli notes that in his depart- 
ment, the patients willingly do clean- 
up work so well that the muinte-

“nance workers were dismissed. 


“They wash dishes, make their beds, 
make simple foods like sntads.”” 
They are also taken out to a cafe in 
town, so they can learn social habits. 

Dr. Hattab says that his depart- 
ment tries to drug the children as 
listle as possible. “I once asked the 


Health Ministry for permission to 
use the drug budget far wys, but 1 
was told that 1 could not. 1 had to 
spend it an drugs.” 

Dr. Hattab was a member of a 
Health Ministry-appointed commit- 
tee that last year investigaied the 
problem of autistic adults, ft recom- 
mended that either a single village 
for adult py s hy established or 
beds be set aside in various private or 
public mental hospitals or institu- 
tions for the retarded, So far, nu 
action at all has been taken by the 
ministry. 

Dr, Hattah himself advocates 
placing them in several institutions 
and not in one village far removed 
from their relatives, “The autistic 
shouldn't be isolated. They are iso- 
lated enough as it is." Hospitalizing 
them with the mentally ill ar re- 
tarded will “do them no harm," he 
states, He criticizes the Aleut pa- 
rents for demanding a single village 
for adults, claiming that they are 
“thinking only about their own 
needs, and not about the demands of 
the health system as a whole. Build- 
ing a single lurge village is an expen- 
sive project.” 

He says his committee has asked 
for appointments with Health Minis- 
ter Shoshana Arbeli-Almoslino and 
director-general Dr. Dov Golan, but 
so far no mecting has been set. "I 
understand their problems. Every- 
one comes to them crying from 
money -- the mental patients, the 
geriatric patients, the liver truns- 
plinnt patients. We have to recognize 
that there isn't enough money in the 
system for everybody," 

The Aleut parents say they never 
demanded the establishment of a 
single village for adult autists. “We 
are prepared for several smaller faci- 
lities, but what we demand is a place 


that will treat and rehabilitate them -- 
bring ost their potential to the best 
of their ability ~ and not just babysit 
for them.”

ONE PERSON whu believes that 
much mote cnn be done to rehubili- 
tate the autistic child, teenager or 
adult is Prof. Reuven Feuerstein, a 
clinical psychologist and professor of 
education at Bar-an University and 
founder and director of the 
Hadassah-Wizo-Canada Research 


Prof. Reuven Feuerstein 


Institute in Jerusalém’s Beit 
Hakerem neighbourhood. 

A quarter of a century ago, he 
developed a technique called “In- 
structional Enrichment" (IE) for 
helping children with various de- 
velopmental problems. The techni- 
que has been taught around the 
world, and is being used systemati- 
cally in places like Seattle, Knoxville 
and many other cities in the U.S., 
and elsewhere. In Israel, hundreds 
of teachers and thousands of youngs- 


ters have undergone programmes. 

The complicated technique is 
based on Feuerstein’s thesis thal 
human beings ure very * τ 
can be changed using “mediated 
learning experiences." ‘This entails 
an adult “interpusing™ himself or 
herself between the child and the 
environment. The adult intentional- 
Vy filters and focuses stimuli, order- 
ing and organizing them, regulating 
their frequency und sequence. Tem- 
poral, spatial and cuusal rela- 
tionships are created so as to link 
them to other stimuli that have 
proceeded or will follow. 

A visit to Feuerstein's institute is # 
mind-hoggling experience. Children 
with various emotional and develop- 
mentil problems wander from room 
to room going to sessions with 
teachers und therapists. But’ they 
have the freedom to do what they 
want. 

A boy who used to be severely 
catatonic but who, after a few years 
of instruction at the institute is able 
to communicate well, wanders into 
Feucrstein’s office without knocking 
‘on the door and interrupts the con- 
versation. 

Feverstcin helps children of des- 
perate parents from Israel and 
around the world. Among them are 
the autistic, and Feuerstein has tried 
his technique on many of them. He 
admits that he has experience almost 
exclusively with autistics who are 
able to talk, and not with the other 
half of the population that cannot 
talk at all, But he believes that IE 
can help the others as well. 

‘The technique consists af the pupil 
and the teacher going through 
paper-and-pencil exercises involving 

eometrical forms, dots and lines, 
Feures and objects. These are the IE 
stimuli, and Feuerstein says the ex- 


ercises help the youngsters to: be- 
come more a part of their environ- 
ment and develop their mental abili- 
tives. Tt is even usech on gifted chil- 
dren. 

He shows the video of a Greek 
Jewish boy “with auliMic tenden- 
cies’ who was in such bad shape 
when he arrived several years ages 
that he could only grimace and pull 
his hair. The tape shows him as he 
was lwo yeurs ugo -- performing a 
piece of classical music on the piano. 
“He is now working in a shup in 
Athens, and 1 could recommend him 
as a goad match for u Jewish girl.“ 

Other autistic children, given the 
TE therapy, have served in che army 
und learned to speak several Jan- 
guages. Feuerstein s that he has 
not yel “conceptualized” the specific 
treatment of the autistic, although 
he has found that the technique 
“works well.”* 

“I just haven't had the time. We 
are overwhelmed with youngsters 
with so many problems here.” But 
he believes that the notion of putting 
autistic children with mentally ill or 
retarded children is “idiotic.” Autis- 
tic youngsters, he maintains, should 
study with normal children, us the 
calmer ones are not at all dangerous 
to others and “they get a lot by 
copying the normai kids." 

Doctors at Eitanim all know about 
Prof. Feuerstein .and have great re- 
spect for his work, but none would 
venture an opinion as to how effec- 
tive his technique is in rehabilitating 
the autistic child or adult. Given the 
high cost of full-time hospitalization 
and the misery of the parents, it 
might be worthwhile for the Health 
Ministry to try a pilot project to 
study the Impact of IE on aulists. So 
far, it doesn't seem to have anything 
else concrete to offer. Π

HANNAH SENES did not know 
when she wrote these words that she 
henelf would become ane of those 
bright fights. The short fife uf the 
poet who was tortured and executed 
after parachuting into Nazi-vccupied 
Europe has been chronicled in 
numerous plays und biographies. 
Her poems hive heen set to music 
and her diary and letters have been 
published in Elungarian, Hebrew, 
English, Russian, Spanish and 
Japanese. 

Now, Senes's story will be told 
once again, this time on the screen. 
Menahem Golan is realizing 0 20- 
year drenm and will be directing 
Hannah's War (a working title) 
which begins shooting next month in 
Hungary. 

There are those intimately 
atfached to the story, however, who 
hape that the dream does not (ura 
into a nightniare, Giora Senes, Han- 
nuh’s 67-year-old brother, and 
Reuven Dafni, vice-chairman of 
Yad Vushem, who jumped with 
Senes into Yugoslavia, have both 
expressed concern with regard to the 
accuracy und flavour of the film. 

“I'm a bit afraid,” Giora said 
before reading the screenplay. 
“Golan is known for doing action 
films and that’s only one aspect of 
this story. The film should focus on 
Hannah's personality and how a very 
assimilated girl found her way to 
Zionism, and how a pacifist became 
asoldier. Making her a superwoman 
isn't waa 1 would like to see. She 
needs to come across as a Woman of 
flesh and blood, ἃ real person with 
ups and downs and imperfections. I 
should be worried if anyone were 
making 4 film about Hannah, but 
tet's Just wait untit September to sce 
if it really happens this time," 

Senes's scepticism is understand- 
able. In 1964, Golan announced that 
he would be filming Hannah Senes's 
story in Israel and Yugoslavia, with a 
cast featuring Susan Strasberg, Max- 
imilian Schéll and Haim Topol, A 
few months fater, Katherina Senes, 
Hannah's and Giora’s mother, filed 
suit in Israel to stop Golan from 
making the film. She claimed that 
reported German involvement in the 
film violated, the terms of her con- 
tract, which specified that no Ger- 
man talent or money would be used. 

“I do not feel that Mr. Golan can 
produce the right kind of film about 
my daughter,” Mrs. Sencs told The 
ferusaiem Post in November 1965, 
She also claimed that the script that

she received a few days before the 
deadline specified in the contract 
was unfinished, dull and had been 
written without consulting her. 

The parties agrecd to submit the 
case to arbitration. Golan's lawyer 
denied that there was any intention 
to have German participation in the 
film. He admitted, however, to 
negotations with Arthur Brauner, a 
German Jewish director. The 
arbitrator ruled that Golan had 
violated the terms of the contract 
and thereby forfeited his right to 
make the film. 

A few months later, a judge ruled 
that the life story of the Jewish 
heroine (but not her diary, letters or 
poems) was in the public domain, 
and that anyone, including Golan, 
could make a film about her. Golan 
immediately announced plans to be- 

in work on a movie based on the 
ok A Great Wind Cometh, written 
by Yoo! Palgi, who took part in the 
mission with Senes. Golan added 
that he hoped Mrs. Scnes and her 
son would reconsider and let him usc 
the family’s material. 

In 1971, it was announced that 
Mia Farrow would portray Hannah 
in a film entitled Onika, as Hannah 
was called in Hungarian. Golan 
would: be directing and the film 
would premiere during the 25th 
anniversary celebrations of the State 
of Israel In 1973. 


Recently, while herein Israel for a 
week, Golan tald The Jerusalem 
Post that Hannah's War will pre- 
miere during the 40th anniversary 
celebrations next year. Ironically, 
the number of years Hannah Senes 
lived, 23, are the same as it has taken 
Golan to get his project off the 
ground. 

In the two decades since he began 
working on this film, Golan has 
gained worldwide notoriety for Can- 
non Films, first for its fast rise in 
Hollywood and then for the com- 


pany’s financial problems, In May, ” 


the company, headed by Golan and 
his cousin Yoram Globus, 
announced losses of $60 million for 
1986 and an additional write-off in 
respect of 1985, virtually wiping out 
the group’s previously-claimed pro- 
fits for the 1983-85 period. The U.S. 
Securities and Exchange Commis- 
sion have also been investigating the 
company. ‘But we're still alive and 
kicking,” says Golan. “You can tetl 
that things are OK because we're 
still making films.” 

Preferring to discuss movies 
rather than finances, Golan gave his

“Ty's all a question of what you call 
German investments,” says Golan. 
“Le was a German Jewish 
investment - iC wus ἃ atatler of defini- 
tion. ‘The judge allowed me to do the 
movie, as long as J didn't use any 
copyright material such as her 
poems, but I decided that I couldn't 
do justice to the film without the 
poems, so | stopped production.” 
According to Golan, the rights were 
then purchused by a British produc- 
er, but nothing came of it. 

“Making such a film is not an eusy 
task,” he says, “How interesting will 
the youth of today find the story of a 
World War "1 martyr? What can you 
do about World War II and the 
Holocaust after so much has already 
been done, like Hofovaust and 
Shoah. There is such a strong per- 
Sonal story in Hannah,” says Golan, 
Astory, which can only be compared 
in style to one movie, The Diary of 
Anne Frank. But we have a new 
angle on the war through the poetic 
power of Hannah's character." 

He has acquired the rights to A 
Great Wind Cameth, Anthony Mas- 
ters’s The Summer that Bled, as well 
as to Mrs. Senes’s book, On the 
Threshold of Liberation and Han- 
nah’s letters, diary and poems. 
Golan has chasen to add another 
fingle to the film, the controversial 
story of Jsrael (Rudolph) Kastner. 


KASTNER was the main partner 
in Eichmann's proposal to trade 
Jews for 10,000 trucks. A lawyer and 
former journalist, Kastner was de- 

uty head of the Hungarian Zionist 

ganization and the rescue com- 
mittee in Budapest. He was in con- 
stant contact with the Nazis and in 
December 1944 was able to get a 
trainful of 1,700 Jews, including his 
own family, outof Hungary. Kastner 
testified at the Nuremberg trials on 
behalf of three officers whom he had 
had dealings with and thus saved 
their lives. 

Kastner settled in Israe] and in 
1954 was accused of collaborating 
with the Nazis. In the libel suit he 
brought, the judge in his verdict 
against Kastner said he had “sold his 
soul to the devil.” The Supreme 
Court partlally reversed the verdict 
in 1958, but in 1957 Kastner had 
already been shot dead on the street 
by a young man from Tel Aviv 
influenced by the political atmos- 
phere. 

Golan fecls that Senes and Kast- 
ner, each in a different way attemp- 
ting to save other Jews, present two 
completely different views of the 
Holocaust.

After 
she left, Dafni looked at the note and 
found it was a poem.

something compelled me to go back 
and rescue it. The poem was the now 
famous ‘Blessed is the Match.’

When as a 
young woman she went abroad to 
study and dance, she worked with 
the Anton Dolin and Alicia Marko- 
va company (Britain), Bejart in Bet- 
gium, Yvette Chauvire (France) and 
the Noru Kaye and Herbert Ross 
company (U.S.). She married and 
settled in Aachen, but she came to 
Isracl often. “We havea large family 
here," she said. 

*Tfer daughter, Ruthie, born in 
Germany, came with her too and 
stayed on a kibbutz for a year to 
learn Hebrew. She studied dance in 
her mother’s studio and also with 
Rosella Hightower at the Interna- 
tional Dance Centre in Cannes, at 
Tatiana Gsovsky’s ballet academy in 
Berlin, and at summer courses at the 
Bat-Dor studios in Tel Aviv and the 
Moise Rippon studios in Paris. 

Two years ago, facing a dilemma 
about her roots, she found an outlet 
for her unsettled feelings. She 
choreographed Eine Frau zu Sein 
oder Angst der Gefithle and she 
formed a company. When presented 
in Aachen, the work was an immedi- 
ate success.

Bridge Hanan Sher 


GRANOVETTER is not exactly a 
houschold word - except, of course, 
in the Granovetter household of 
New York. And, we should add, in 
the world of bridge, where Matthew 
has made a name for himself in 
recent years. 

We discovered recently that Matt 
Granovetier is not the only member 
of his family to play bridge at a high 
level. His wife, Pamela, clearly has 
more than a nodding acquaintance 
with the game. Matthew's mother, 
Shirley, who spends part of the year 
in Jerusalem, has also informed us 
that she has another bridge-playing 
son as well. 


We leamed about Pamela Gra- 
hovelter from Shirley as well, when 
she brought to Isracl a copy uf Tops 
and Bottoms, τ new bridge book 
written by Matthew and Pamelu 


A FAMILY AFFAIR 


Granovetter. It's not only that the 
book is written in the family way, itis 
also published by - check this -- 
Granovetter books. And at this 
date, its sale distributor in Israel to 
the best of our knowledge, is Shirley 
Granovetter. 

(We're not sure if Shirley has 
many bouks left, but if she hasn't, 
the addres» of Granovetter Books is 
80-85 Dunfries Place, Jumaica, New 
York 11432.) 

The book is unusual not just in 
the way it was published; its form is 
neither textbook nor quiz, us are so 
many volumes in the growing bridge 
literature, Instead, Tops and Bot- 
toms is a collection of deals gleaned 


with the help of some friends. It 
helps when your friends are the 
world’s best bridge players, and you 
can just write to 101 of them, asking 
them to give you hands. (It is even 
better when you can actually print 
only 52 of them, and therefore reject 
the offerings of 48 of the planet's 
very best bridge players.) 

The collected deals, therefore, 
bear the names of many of the very 
best - Mike and B.J. Becker and 
Dorothy Hayden Truscott; Bobby 
Woolf, Marshall Miles, Tony For- 
rester and P.O. Sundelin; Paul 
Chemla of France (in a dramatic 
duel with Benito Garozzo); Gabriel 
Chagas of Brazil and Zia Mahmood 


of Pakistan (and London) and 
others, largely from Granovetter's 
generation of bridge players. 
Another novel aspect is the dia- 

logue, between Pamela and Matth- 
ew, after each deal. That can be 
informative, amusing, or downright 
funny, as in this deal, from a rubber 
bridge game in Warsaw. South 
opened the bidding with a seven- 
spade call.

‘Men and Machine’ is the theme of 
Uri Lifshitz’s latest series, 100 in all, 
destined to decorate the walls of 
Iscur’s factory at the Tefen Industrial 
Park. This commission, carried out 
over a two-year period, within a 
disciplined and progressive 
framework, appears to have enabled 
Lifshitz. to shuck off previous critic. 
ism relating to the impulsive, over- 
Nervous and inconsistent character 
of his art. 


As in previous series (e.g. sports- 
men, ritual slaughterers, etc.), Lif- 
shitz began by photographing men at 
work. He snapped them here stand- 
ing besides their machines in the 
simple poses which best characterize 
the precision and concentration re- 
quired by their tasks. These images 
were translated into the marvellous- 
ly perceptive sketches now on view, 
which focus, in particular, on fore- 
head and eye, forearm and hand, 
highlighting the delicate coordina- 
tion between mind, eye and touch. 
To emphasize the solitary and 
absorbing nature of their work, Lif- 
shitz has chosen to isolate these 
figures from thelr environment, 
through straight dividing overlines 
and rectangular beams of light, like 
great shafts of steel, 


A number of these sketches were 
(ed into a computer, emerging as the 
fine pointillistic images also seen 
here, where their components have 
separated into 252 possible gradua- 
tions of shade. Also derived from 
these drawings are etchings and silk- 
screens printed on large panels and 
finally, 20 paintings in oils, repre- 
senting the artist's final summation 
of his theme. The latter, each 
measuring 120 χ 240 cms, are painted 
in white, black and cold tones of 
grey, enlivened only by warm 
touches of reddish-brown and the 
scribblings and lines which Lifshitz 
customarily lays over the surface of 
his compositioris. Each painting has 
a central panel which contains the 
single figure of a man of work. On 
each side the artist has inserted im- 
ages familiar to the spectator from 
previous series; these include refer- 
ences to Paradise ‘and perfection 


(angels and ‘cherubs, quotes from. 


Old Master paintings) or figares and 
forms associated. with’ the: artist's 


personal traumas and experience. —

These insertions interuet best 
with the central theme where they 
are introduced with restraint, rein- 
forcing rather thun almost obliterat- 
ing the main image. A positive cx- 
ample is Lifshitz’s placement of the

factory worker which parallels simi- 
lar qualities of patience and indus- 
try. 


By conferring a subsidiary title on 
this show -- ‘The Lost Honour of 
Labour,” Curator Amos Kenan has 
perceived Lifshitz’s work in u de- 
cidedly idealistic light - one which 
Tuns contrary (0 the artist's stated 
views on life and art, Nevertheless it 
is apparent that Lifshitz has aban- 
doned his repeated portrayals of 
anti-heroes in favour of strong, posi- 
tive images extolling the virtues of 
Man, rather than pointing out the 
grotesque and ugly facets of his Na- 
ture, (The Open Museum, Industrial 
Park, Tefen). Till October 31. 


GERMAN-BORN artist Christian 
Schad (1894-1982) participated in 
several important European art- 
Movements (among them Dada and 
The New Objectivity), without tak- 
ing centre-stage in any one. A small 
selection of his prints, courtesy of 
the Goethe Institute, reveals Schad’s 
considerable versatility as ἃ print- 
maker, but also the lack of original- 
ity in style and subject which marks 
him asa follower rather than a leader 
among attists. 


Prominent on display are half-a- 
dozen photograms, produced by a 
method invented by Schad (ca. 1918) 
during his Zurich Dada years, and 
later named after him. Discarded 


trivia (such as torn and cut paper, 


newsprint, ribbon, string) were laid 
down in simple designs on photo- 
sensitive paper which was then ex: 
Posed to light. The resulting “chance 
abstract images in these ‘schado- 
graphs’ appear to hover in deep 
space. Also on view are woodcuts 
from Schad's expressionist period, 
some portraits strikingly akin to 
those produced by George Grosz, 1s 
well as a few highly individual 
character-studies.

It continues: “A reli- 
gious personality may be eclipsed, 
moral sensibilities may be dulled by 
the brutalizing qualities which are 
endemic to military life. Each young 
man is engaged in a highly personal 
effort to achieve practical, daily re- 
solution of these warring paths. 
“The pressure on these young 
men is awesome... it is our firm 
belief, however, that the hesder ideal -- 
the balance between the contempla- 
tive and active life -- treads closest to 
the highest tradition of Judaism.” 


SPEAKING TO a number of stu- 
dents from different backgrounds, 
one is impressed that the main 
attraction of the Har Etzion Yeshiva 
lies ἐπ τ two directors and the rest of 
the teaching staff. There is enor- 
mous respect for the integrity and 
intellect of both Amital and Lichten- 
stein. At the sume time, there is 
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manifestly no “distance” between 
them and their students. 

The non-coercive atmosphere is 
clearly appreciated. “1 like this 
yeshiva because it is self- 
motivated,” says American Kenneth 
Waxmun, 20. “I don't respond well 
to authority. | wanted to decide my 
own course of stucly.”

Prof, Malachi Beit-Arye, director 
of the Jewish National and Universi- 
ty Library in Jerusalem, had a some- 
what milder assessment of the uni- 
versity acquisitions crisis.

Scriptions to journals are down from, 
say, 15 years ago — even in absolute 
terms, and there has been a 
tremendous increase in world pub- 
lishing. Current purchases are cer- 
tainly insufficient, but last year the 
Hebrew University did buy about $2 
fnillion worth of books, and Tel Aviv 
University nearly the same, he said. 


ONE OF THE questions that came 
up in the discussion of Beit Ariella 
was why the Jerusalem public lib- 
Tary, though now much improved, 
didn’t develop at the same pace as 
Tel Aviv's.

The findings at Kumran were 
rightly heralded as the most impor- 
tant of all Hebrew and Aramaic 
manuscript discoveries, It was clear 
that here were biblical manuscripts a 
thousand years older than the 
medieval Hebrew codices on ee 
ouraccepted biblical texts are based. 
Here, too, were Greek and Aramaic- 
translations of the Bible, the only 
known Hebrew and Aramuic ver- 
sions of the Apocrypha and pscude- 
pigrapha, and scrolls containing the 
hitherto unknown texts which gov- 
emed the Essenes’ own brand of 
fundamentalist Judaism. 

Work was already progressing 
apace on deciphering and annotating 
the scrolls and fragments that had 
been found in Cave One between 
1947 and 1949. 


It was, therefore, with consider- 
able enthusiasm that an internation- 
alteam of academics began the tusk 
of piecing together the Cave Four 
fragments, as well as the much smal- 
ler finds in the other, minor caves, 


numbered two to 10. 


Heading the team was French 
Dominican Father Roland de Vaux, 
acting on behalf of the Jordanian 
Department of Antiquities. He di-

Of the original team, Patrick Ske- 
han took the fruits of his efforts to 
the grave -- he died in 1980 without 
having published a single word on 
the work of 27 years. ᾿ 

Jean Starcky has officially retired 
from the project, again without pub- 
lishing a word. He handed his sec- 
tion over to Emile Puech, who also 
has yet to trouble the printers.

FOLLOWING the success last year 
of Murgaret Atwood's chilling The 
Handmaid's Tale, the feminist Vira- 
go Press has recently republished the 
Canadian novelist's 1972 triumph, 
Surfacing, as the eighth in its paper- 
back series of Virago Modern Clas- 
sics (London, 192 pp., £3.50). 

Ever since it first saw light, Surfac- 
ing has indeed been hailed as a 
milestone of modern feminist sensi- 
bility. But to seize on the nameless 
heroine's stentorian declaration in 
the final chapter— “This above all, to 
refuse to be a victim...give up the old 
belief that I am powerless" - is to 
reduce art to a slogan. 

That would be a pity, as Atwood 
applies considerable art as she plays 
out her story of a young woman 
searching a remote island in north- 
ern Quebec for her father who has 
mysteriously disappeared. Before 
she uncovers the mystery, the young 
woman is going to discover a great 
deal about the three urban jerks who 
accompany her in her search and, 
more importantly, about herself. 

The first-person narrative is in the 

voice of a woman who is losing her 
grip even as she's finding herself: this 
is one of those teasing tales in which, 
for example, we are informed of a 
death by drowning on page 32 and of 
the rescue on page 74. Despite such 
detours and switchbacks, the trail 
has a clarity and logic as palpable as 
the Great North Woods, and the 
final hair-raising chapters are well 
worth the journey.

EW “novel” by V.S. Naipaul 
Mua ple The Enigma of Arrival 
(London, Viking. 318 pp., £10.95) 
and is a considerable enigma in it- 
self. Although labelled fiction, the 
book is flat-out autobiography, and 
features long, ruminative personal 
essays in place of character or plot. 

That in itself might be acceptable, 

that most of the book is 
devoted to interminable descriptions 
of a not terribly interesting piece of 
rural England where the writer has 
settled. There, outside of Salisbury, 
Naipaul tries to winkle out of the 
landscape what leaving Trinidad for 
Britain 30 years before has meant to 
him as man and writer. Yet aside 
from one long flashback describing 
his actual departure from home, the 
book enigmatically remains devoid 
of interest. The only sort of discov- 
ery the narrator makes runs to the 
order of relating decay in nature to 
his approaching middle age. 

But the most enigmatic thing ab- 
out The Enigma of Arrival is how 
undistinguished all this is in the teil- 
ing. For a writer who has produced 
some of the finest novels and essays 
in contemporary English, this book 
peculiarly flat and unrewarding. 
Little of Naipaul's renowned grace 
and insight are in evidence; he mines 
the setting arourd his cottage relen- 
tlessly, describing every tool shed 
and patch of peonies to tedious 
length, but to only minor reward. 
And when he attempts a direct self- 
assessment, he expresses it in only 
the fuzziest manner: 

“I did other work; and in this 
concrete way, out of work that came 
easily to me because it was so close to 
me, I defined myself, and saw that 
my subject was not my sensibility, 
my inward development, but the 
worlds I contained within myself, 
the worlds I lived in..." 

_ The book contains enough sugges- 
lions that Naipaul at mid-life was ata 
momentary loss for a subject and, 
somewhat in the manner of Scolt 
Fitzgerald, determined to get back in 
touch with himself by writing his way 
out. That's fine. But this sheer 
assault on the immediate al hand 
leads less to self-assessment than to 
self-indulgence.
